Founder's Day. 

What la known as Founder 1 * Day 
occurred on Wednesday, November 
19th. The day dawned cloudy and 
there was a slight rumor of perhaps 
rain. Hut at sttnhigh this Idea 
gradually vanished, and hopes 
iMgM to rise for the events that 
were to follow. 

In the Horning) preparations for 
the annual afternoon competitive 
diill, .for the care of the flans for the 
ensuing year, occupied the cadets, 
Mnjor Van Tassell giving the final 
instructions and directions. 

At a quarter past nine, the pupils 
were brought to attention in the 
chapel, where appropriate morning 
exercises wen held in honor of the 
one hundred and nineteenth anni- 
versary of the founder, Dr. Harvey 
Prindle Peet. All the pupils and 
and teachers were present ; the 
first event being the salute to the 
colors, the band playing the Star 
Spangled Hanner, with ail at atten- 
tion. Then Principal Currier com- 
menced with an opening discourse, 
explaining the meaning of the ga- 
thering. Dr. Harvey Prindle Peel 
was born in the little town of 
Bethlehem, Litchfield Co., Ct., on 
November 19, 1794. His life is one 
of remarkable ability and Intel* 
licence, for but a farmer's son and 
attending a district school only in 
winter, b« began his life ambition 
at the age of sixteen. When twenty- 
one, his profoiinont, sought greater 
fields ; he prepared and entered 
Yale College, graduating, in 1832, 
four years later, ranking among the 
first ten of his class. Later as a 
teacher, he took an interest in the 
deaf, and seemed employment, with 
the so-called American Asylum for 
the Deaf in Hartford. Here his 
Work attracted the attention of the 
Directors of the then fast falling 
New York Institution, second of its 
kind and now best on this side of 
ths Atlantic. Dr. Peat then under- 
took to improve this school. That 
was on the first of February, 1831. 
Since that time, under the careful 
guidance of his son, the late Dr. 
Isaac Le*l> Peet, and present 
Principal Cut tier, five hundred and 
more have been added to the Insti- 
tution's family. The steady pro- 
gress that marked the twenty- 
six years labor as a heail, in 
directing personal attention to the 
welfare of the pupils and in plan- 
ning the sile for the present build 
ings, must not. tie considered in 
vain. In the hall, near the en- 
trance, hangs a fine large oil paint- 
ing of Dr. Peet. Interested visitors 
and pupils can get a liettei idea of 
the eminent gentleman from this 

Principal Currier and Prof. Jones 
are the only remaining members of 
the teaching staff who knew him. 
Principal Currier related several in- 
teresting incidents of his life, which 
'ti turn was taken up by the classes 
KeprcHcntatlvoe of each class reel I 
•<d short but interesting and profit 
able narratives about him and other 
pioneer instructors of the deaf 
Dr. Pol and Prof. Jones finished 

with final tributes.

vals by words of argument. Prompt- 
ly at 3:30 P.M. the first call sounded 
and all assembled, standing at at- 
tention to receive the orders from 
their first sergeants. Under their 
guidance the companies marched 
out, on the parade ground, where 
the commands were banded over to 
their respective Captains. The 
judges then arrived, accompanied 
by Major Van Tassel. Thev were 
Major R. L. Foster, of the 12ih Re- 
giment Infantry, N. Q N. Y., Dr. 
G. M. D. Muren, Surgeon First 
Pleld Hospital, N. G N. Y., Cap- 
tain W. K Cole, Ninth Coast. Ar- 
tillery, N. G. N. Y. and Lieut. F. 
A. DePeyster, 12th Regiment In- 
fantry, N. G. N. Y. 

Immediately upon their arrival 
the band commenced to lead the 
three companies around the parade 
ground, where they went through 
their usual evening battalion dress 
parade and review, Major Foster 
and staff being the reviewers. Two 
features of the drill wore the excel- 
lent showing the cadets made while 
exhibiting the Butts' Rifle Drill and 
Manual of Arms. The band should 
not be forgotten; they too deserve 
praise for Ihey did their part flue, 
furnishing the music, to which the 
cadets perfotmed with perfect time. 

At the conclusion of the above 
named, the competitive feature* be- 
gan in earnest, the judges desiring 
Company " A" to take the field first. 
Under the command of Captain 
Kadel the Company formed ranks 
and swung into its inarching order, 
and then commenced a ten minute 
display of all the known military 
manoeuvres. Company " A" per- 
formed excellently, showing the 
fruit of former toil. They were then 

commanded to return to their place 

and Company " B" was announced. 
" B" did not lack anything in ap 
pearance, its grandeur equaling "A" 
and " C," but fate was against it 
that afteroooo. Several errors were 
noted, which quickly spoiled the 
hopes of winning. The squad lead* 
ers did not show quite enough of 
that snappy energy that rightfully 
should bo exhibited. With the 
last command of Captain Drske, 
" Squads right ; Column right," they 
they too resumed their ground, feel- 
ing aware of theit failure but did not 
lose hope. Perhaps last year's show- 
ing of Company "B" surpassed that 

of this. Epos were then turned on 
Company " C," who began. These 
little fellows under the command of 
Captain Loa strung up tbell courage 
and gamely resolved to prove their 
worth. Last year they had experi- 
enced that feeling of triumph, and 
now they wanted to again, so they 
exerted every muscle and did their 
supreme best. It was unbelievable, 
" Kiddies," some just from the kin- 
dergarten and only having about a 

month's experience. They did their 

work so finely that the judges 
were deeply impressed. 

Now came the decision of the 
judges. All drew up at attention. 
The moments that followed were 
quite Intense, for many a heart in 
the ranks beat unusually loud 
Major Foster, acting as spokesman 
addressed the cadets. Principal 
Currier Interpreting.

It was announced that the points 
stood in favor of company "('," 
and the judges felt, it their duty to 
award them the .-olors, their dis- 
play being the best.

The tin- 
oont rotable joy of the little fellows 
in Company " c," when they be- 
came aware or their triumph, pleas 
ed the judges and onlookers. They 
had saved the colors, why should 
not thev be proud? The 
were not sullen and angry, but 
took their defeat like sports, *' for- 
tunes of war," etc. 

The line-ups were then given 
to the first sergeants who dis- 
missed their companies. That end 
e<l the final military program of the 
day.

MOdetD Civilization is an allegori 
oal group, between the Pal 
Machinery and the Palace of Varied 
Industries and of Mines and Metal- 
lurgy. It is the work of Douglas 
Tilden, the California senlptor, and 
consists of a row of five upright 
llanos, each about seventeen feet 
tall, representing Valor Imagina- 
lion, Truth, Morality and Industry. 
'The base is about twenty-eight feet 
long, and at one end Vftlflr. in com- 
manding attitude, stands over the 
prostrate Bgnre of Medusa or Pai* 

slon, whileat the other end Indus 
try, holding a globe inscribed with 
the words "Labor Omnia Vineit," 
stands above the reclining figure of 
Neptune or the Ocean. 

'Truth is a figure throwing back 
drapery, in the familiar attitude of 
Venus arising from the waves, or 
Ariadrre emerging from the mist. 
Imagination leans against a tree 
trunk in a pensive mood, while 
Morality is modestly flinging a robe 
around her chaste body. On the 
whole, jio attempt is made toward 
the daring and newness or prising*, 
but the combination is of the fa- 
miliar elements. The group is a 
startling conception, nevertheless, 
the distinguishing features being 
beauty and simplicity, combined 
with breadth and squ , the

Editor Journal: — I have been 
very busy for some time.

Maybe the 
Editor is glad that I am busy. 

I am busy because times are hard. 
That seems funny, but it is true. 
When times are hard and people 
have little money, they wear their 
old shoes longer and have them mend- 
ed oftener. So a cobbler has plenty 
of work. But when times are good 
and people have plenty of money, 
they throw their old shoes away in- 
stead of having them cobbled and 
buy new ones. So a cobbler has less 
work to do. 

I am sorry that times are hard and 
many people have less money. But 
I am glad for myself, because I do 
not like to loaf in my shop and be 
tempted to bother the Journal with 
letters too often. Maybe it is the 
fault of the Democratic party that 
times are hard. Maybe it is because 
they changed the tariff and made 
the income tax law. Perhaps the 
income tax makes millionaires like 
Mr. Rockefeller and Cadi Howard 
feel the pinch of poverty and ask 
about the smoothest automobile 
road over the hills to the poor house.

I hope 
Mr. Eickhoff and other sincere and 
clear-minded men will invent some 
plan that will satisfy all the objec- 
tions of the Frats. I do not know 
if Mr. Eickhoff is a Frat, but I hope 
he will become one. If he decides 
to apply, I will be proud to endorse 
his application. I will ask Bro. 
Bristol to act as my proxy. I do 
not know if Mr. Kickhoff's fellow 
teachers, Mr. Stewart, Mr. Erd dud 
Mr. Stevens, are Frats. These fine 
gentlemen are married and so have 
given hostages to fortune.

But I see I have wandered a 
thousand miles from the point I 
wished to explain when I started 
this letter. It was my intention to 
to answer Mr. Schrocder's question 
— the greatest thing in the world 
for the deaf. I believe it is HAR- 
MONY. Give us harmony and we 
will have Mr. Eickhoff 's enthusiasm, 
lover's emancipation and con- 
quest, and everything else. 

But harmony, or concord, or sin- 
gleness of purpose and aims, or a true 
union of the American deaf, seems to 
be the hardest thing in the world for 
the deaf to win for thcmselv. 
will try to explain why I think this 
IS so. 

There are nearly 20O0 times as 
many hearing people as ther< 
deaf-mutes. Therefore a he 
person can two thousand times more 
easily find other hearing persons 
who have the same likes or dislikes, 
the same wish. and int< 

He can associate and become friend- 
ly with these people. If there are 



people whom he does not like be- 
cause they differ from him in one 
thing or another, he does not have 
to associate with them. Hi 
easily find others who are congenial 
or have the same preferences. If a 
man likes bowling but does not like 
chess, he does not have to join a 
chess club He joins .1 bowling club. 
If most of his friends are Woodmen, 
he becomes a Woodman. If they 
are Pythians, he becomes a Knight 
of Pythias A Catholic finds 
plenty of fellow worshippers in his 
own faith and does not have to go to 
a Methodist church. But the great 
poiut is that because there are so 
many hearing people it is easy for a 
hearing person to find congenial 
friends. He does not have to seek 
the company of people with whom 
he does not sympathize. 

I believe there are about as many 
one-legged or crippled persons who 
must use crutches as there are deaf 
people. But I have never heard of 
a National Association of the One- 
Legged. They are not forced to 
seek one another's company. They 
can associate with congenial per- 
sons, just as if they had two good 
legs apiece. In this their hearing 
puts them level with the rest. 

But with the deaf it is different. 
Their deafness cuts them off from 
the social hearing world. It B 
no difference if they are the best 
lip-readers and speakers in the 
world. Their skill in this docs not 
restore them to society. Their 
deafness surrounds them like an 
unseen wall. Concerts and operas 
with their music bore them; plays in 
the theatre lose half their meaning 
because they are unable to follow 
the talk of the actors. Sermons in 
church, addresses and lectures, arc 
as dry as dust to them for the 
reason. Don't forget that here I 
peaking of the very finest and 
most skilled speakers and lip-readers 
With the common herd, of which I 
ic, it is a thousand times worse. 

In self defence they are forced to 
seek the company of fellow deaf- 
mutes, and tints they flock together, 
whether pnre oral or sign taught. 

But there are as many different 
likes and dislikes, tastes, wishet 

uiiotig them as the bearing. 
But as they are thus thrown together 
by the law of necessity, there is often 
disagreement. This is why there 
liques among the deaf 
where. This is why the 
90 much quarreling among our 
leading men. Each believed his 
ideas were right aud obstinately 
fought for these ideas. They could 
not split and form separate 01 
i/.ations. One or the other would 
surely fail, because there would not 
be enough members to keep it alive. 
This has been true in nearly every 
large city where there have been two 
or more rival soclet 

And thus it has happened that 
some of the very good and holy and 
tunied-up-nose among the 
will not join the N 
this or that clnb or society. In a 
way they are right But still more 
they are wrong. Compared with 
some hearing associations, tli< 
ventions of the N. A. D. aud other 
deaf-mute societies have been like 
love feasts. I laugh every year 
when I read of the conventions of 
the Daughters of the 
Revolution or the National Ft 
tion of Women's Club, or the Eagles, 
or the Elks, etc. They figi 
squabble like Kilkenn-. They 

have more politics and wire pulling 
to the square inch than the N. 
ever had to the square mile. 

Therefore it is trot fair to laugh 
at or criticize the deaf for their lack 
of harmony. Those who do so 
show they do not understand human 
nature. The deaf by their lack of 
concord are only pi that they 

are human. They are not angels, 
for the millenium is still far off. 
must not forget that when 
society had only four members, 
Adam and live, and Cain and Abel, 
there was this kiud of trouble, 
could not agree with Abel. If there 
had beer, other people then with the 
ideas about the right kind of 
sacrit: mid have 

gone to them and started a st 
for the sacrifice of the first fro] 
the earth, aud Abel iu the 

l>clieved in 
or on 

I think therefore that the Ameri- 
can deaf have done splendidly. 
There are certain things about which 
all of them agree, and other things 



about which most of them agree. 
All agree that deafness is a great 
hardship, and most agree that the 
oral method is the invention of the 
devil for the intellectual bondage of 
the great majority of those forced to 
submit to it. But still with so many 
different tastes, ideas and minds 
among them, it would have been 
natural for them to disagree and 
quarrel ten times as much as they 
have done. 

Just now there is greater harmony 
among the deaf as represented by 
the N. A. D than ever before. 

Much of the credit for this is due 
to the good sense and splendid tact 
of President Howard. Much more, 
perhaps, to his defeated antagonist, 
Mr. Veditz. In the past— at St. 
Paul, at St. Louis, at Norfolk, at 
Colorado Springs— it was the rule 
for the defeated caudidates to make 
trouble. Now for the first time in 
fifteen years there is true concord. 
I read in Mr. Hodgson's editorial 
that Mr. Veditz congratulated Mr. 
Howard and promised his true good- 
will and help. I have heard that 
he is a man who keeps his promises. 

It is a fine thing, a splendid thing, 
a beautiful thing, this spirit of 
concord or harmony. Let us all 
try to make it spread everywhere 
over the whole country. 

There is still one distinguished 
leader who is not satisfied. He is 
sulking like Achilles in his tent. 
It is Mr. Douglas Tilden. It is fine 
and praiseworthy to have the 
courage to stand for what one 
believes is best. But at Cleve- 
land a majority of the wisest deaf 
men in the country, college gra- 
duates and commoners, showed that 
they did not approve Mr. Tilden s 
or Mr. Regensburg' s or Mr. Veditz' s 
plans for reorganizing the N. A. D.

The President of the National As- 
sociation begs to doff his hat to Mas- 
aniello and thank him for his efforts 
in behalf of the National Association, 
and also for his kind personal words, 
but would caution him to recall no 
unpleasant memories of the past and 
to speak kindly of all, for we are now 
all good friends and working to- 
gether for a good cause. He has 
read his last article in The Journal 
■over and over, and has tried to de- 
termine from "internal evidence" 
whom the writer may be. He ad- 
mits that he is completely bewilder- 
ed. This letter shows a scope of 
knowledge of the deaf of the whole 
United States and of their affairs 
that is equalled by few if any, and his 
language is beautifully simple and 
clear. It is classic. His kindly 
tone, even when censuring, cannot 
but tend to good fellowship. Our 
only regret is that he does not use 
his own name, that he may have the 
■credit he deserves.

Editor Journal : — I am very 
sorry, indeed, that your columns 
were the means of bringing injury 
to Rev. Mr. Smielau through our 
young and discourteous Chairman of 
the Local Committee of Arrange- 
ments of the recent Convention of 
the N. A. D. That I appointed 
him chairman of this committee to 
act temporarily in my place during 
my absence in the West has more 
than once been a source of regret to 
me, for it resulted in tbe young 
gentleman's gaining so great an idea 
of his own value that he asked to 
have me removed from my own 
chairmanship and himself placed in 
my position; he persuaded Mr. Alla- 
bough to advise tbe Local Committee 
to grant him the enormous sum of 
30 per cent of money collected from 
the people of Cleveland to go into 
his own pocket as pure profit for 
services that more than one on the 
committee would have been glad to 
render for nothing. With this 30 
per cent he lived in luxury at the 
Hollenden Hotel during the conven- 
tion, afterward taking an extended 
trip; for 30 per cent of money collect- 
ed represented several hundreds of 
dollars. 

Not content with this sum he 
even had tbe further assurance to 
approach the Cleveland newspapers, 
crowded as they are for space, and 
hold them up for two dollars a day 
for furnishing news to them of tbe 
convention sessions, when the com- 
mittee had already appointed an of- 
ficial press agent, who was glad to 
furnish this very necessary news free. 
He even went to this officially ap- 
pointed press agent and forbade her 
furnishing the papers news on pain 
of instant throwing over of his chair- 
manship on the second day of the 
convention. 

Forgetting that he owed his ap- 
pointment to his position to me and 
to me alone (for it was only after a 
bitter fight that I succeeded in mak- 
ing the other members of the com- 
mittee work in harmony with him 
for my sake) he sent up a request to 
the president that I be requested to 
let some one else take my place as 
interpreter at the opening session of 
the convention, that the deaf, 
forsooth, "could not understand 
me." Mr. Hanson acceded to his 
request, and as the delegates will 
remember, I was not asked to in- 
terpret again either at the moving 
?icture show or at the banquet, 
he interpreting at John D. Rocke- 
feller's estate I did of my own voli- 
tion, because it was I, and I alone, 
who had arranged the meetings with 
John D. 

Forgetting again that his appoint- 
ment was with me, he even claimed 
the credit for arranging the opening 
of the ball park free to the delegates, 
when Mr. Gibson will bear me out 
in the assertion that I came to In in 
and told him to tell Ayers that I had 
just come from a meeting with the 
president of the ball club, a personal 
friends of Mr. Bates, and arranged 
with him for this admission, and had 
just finished an extensive conversa- 
tion with the secretary of the club ar- 
ranging the time and date, and that 
Ayers knew absolutely nothing 
about it. 

The young gentleman's recently 
quoted statements about John D, and 
the moving picture man was an ab- 
solute fake. I myself rode out to 
the Rockefeller estate in Mr. Smic- 
lau's machine, with the moving pic- 
ture operator and his wife and Mr. 
Erd, who posed as Hiawatha for the 
film. I had great difficulty in ar- 
ranging for admission to the grounds 
having a conversation with Mr. 
Rockefeller's secretary, Mr. Sims, 
who finally consented. Mr Rocke- 
feller himself was absent from the 
grounds on his regular afternoon 
automobile ride and knew nothing 
about our being there at all, was not 
present during the film making and 
did not even meet the operator. 

As to Mr. Ayers, unwarranted 
attack on Mr. Smielau, a guest of 
the N. A. D. , nothing could be more 
uncalled for. No one could have 
been more faithful in attendance on 
sessions than Mr. Smileau, he even 
acted at times as usher to relieve 
Mr. Miller, the official doorkeeper. 
I myself was besieged with reporters 
at both beginning and end of every 
session, and it was to Mr. Smileau 
that I often turned to to help me out 
in answering the question of the 
different reporters, and he was 
always posted on everything that 
had occurred during each session 
and what had been accomplished. 

Mr. Ayers made no secret of the 
fact that he never arose from bed 
in the morning until long after the 
sessions had l>een called to order. 

As to Mr. Hanson's failure to re- 
cognize Mr. Smielau, I recall dis- 
tinctly that during one session I re- 
ceived recognition from the chair, 
and that on returning to my place 
Mr. Smielau remarked that he was 
surprised that I had received recogni- 
tion for he had been trying repeated- 
ly to get the floor and had failed. 
That this was Mr. Hanson's fault I 
do not say; for I do know that 
on the well-filled program I noticed 
there was no place given for greet- 
ings from the various State delegates 
as is customary at every convention. 
I also noticed that in the list of 
greetings and responses there was no 
place given to the honorary chairman, 
the girl who had first broached the 
idea of having the convention in 
Cleveland, the one who had founded 
the C. A. D. and had made it possible 
for the convention to be held in 



Cleveland ; the girl with whom the 
Cleveland public had always associat- 
ed the C. A. D. affairs. She was 
not allowed nor asked to say one 
word of greeting in welcome of the 
convention which was the fruition of 
her years of planning and which had 
broken her down in health in the 
course of arranging for it. 

If I, then, the honorary chairman, 
was allowed no place for greetings, 
which I so longed to give at the 
right time and place, what chance 
would Mr. Smielau have to appear 
on a program already so overcrowded. 

I also take issue with Mr Howard, 
begging our honored president's 
pardon, for the place for Mr. Smielau 
to extend his report as a delegate 
was not at the informal afternoon 
committee conferences, which were 
called with specific subjects for dis- 
cussion and were not strictly con- 
vention sessions at all; the place for a 
delegate to present a report is be- 
fore the convention as a whole, not 
at informal conferences. 

As to Mr. Ayers' insinuation that 
Mr. Smielau took out his machine 
so often that he was not on hand to 
present any report, I have this to 
say : Mr. Smielau took out the 
machine exactly three times during 
the whole convention, to my certain 
knowledge, and no oftener, for I 
was in the machine each time; these 
three times were on the three after- 
noons when there were no sessions 
of the convention, and in taking out 
the machine he rendered the associa- 
tion a great service, for it was in 
his machine that John D. Rocke- 
feller stood to address the deaf with 
me beside him as interpreter. 

On the first occasion when Mr. 
Smielau went out in the machine, on 
Monday, August 25th, he had with 
him J. S. Long, J. C. Howard, the 
owners (W. Arnold and A. Meyer), 
Mrs. Allabough, Miss Froelich and 
Mrs. Bates ; he took us all to the ball 
game for an hour and from there to 
Rockefeller's. 

The next time, Tuesday, August 
26th, he took to the ball game in the 
afternoon Mr. and Mrs. Bates, W. 
E. Dudley and lady, Rev. Mr. Keiser, 
and the owners of the machine; Mr. 
Arnold and Mr. Meyers. Of course 
this also was when the convention 
was adjourned. 

The third ride was after adjourn- 
ment of the convention when he took 
out to the Rockefeller estate, on 
Wednesday, August 27th, Mr. and 
Mrs. Erd, Mr. Neillie, the moving 
picture man and his wife, and Mrs. 
Bates, and the moving picture ma- 
chine was stowed away also in the 
tonneau. 

That these three courtesies, ex- 
tended when the whole convention 
was also merry-making and not in 
session, should now be held up by 
Mr. Ayers and used to Injure the 
good standing of one who rem 
such willing assistance to our local 
committee is many ways, is too much 
for me to pass unnoticed. 

When I discovered, during our 
picnic at Luna Park, that our young 
and headstrong chairman had not 
arranged for free admission for the 
delegates, as had been promised to 
me personally by the proprieter two 
years previously, it was Mr. Sn 
who went with me to ferret out th<- 
proprietor, Mr. Brsmley, and held 
aim to his promise, and Mr. SmielsU 

will remember how willingly Mr. 
Bramley opened the park free to the 
deaf at my request, and how he also 
reproached me for not letting hint 
know sooner, as had always fieen 
my custom heretofore On out yearly 
excursions to I. una I'ark, so we 
Could DC gUeStS of the management. 
T had not the heart to tell him that 
my young and headstrong chairman 
had taken the reins into his own 
hands, and refused to accept sugges- 
tions of any sort from me. 

The night of the banquet the 
papers offered to take llaslilight 
photos of the whole banquet room, 
and put our pictures in the copper- 
plate metropolitan section of the 
Leader, on condition that we arrange 
for a reporter's table allowing a re- 
presentative from the big papers and 
a Sketch artist, This is an unfail- 
ing courtesy extended by all big 
banquets to the Cleveland news- 
papers. My young and and inex- 
perienced chairman refused absolute 
ly to allow the rejorters to sit at a 
table and report the banquet in com- 
fort and decency. 

I appealed to J. C. Howard to 
bring him to reason, thinking 
Howard would post him on such 
matters, but we could do nothing 
with him. The result was inst 
of a 1>eautiful account of the banquet 
as we might have had, we got no 
thing but cartoons and a sarcastic 
skit. 

That there were many things the 
delegates have to complain 
ciallyin lack of free amusements, no 
one regrets more than I ; for the 
committee is left with a tidy surplus 
on hand, mounting up into tin- 
hundreds of dollars, and there was 
no reason under the sun why a 
single delegate should have I 
compelled to pay any money at the 
picture show or at Luna Park ; but 
Mr. Ayers accepted advice from no 
one who advised him with the in 
ts of the enn it heart. 

Mr. Ayers is a splendid final 
pure and simple, and he was running 
the convention mote with I 

the money side than [approved of. 

The amount of postage I 1 
have spent in the years s lart- 

ed the ball rolling for the COW 
tion , the amount of paid phone colls, 
which had to come out of my pocket 



at the hotel, for various necessary 
phone calls for delegates, news ser- 
vice, etc., have never even been men- 
tioned or commented on as legitimate 
expense accounts, which the local 
committee should pay. 

I arose once in a meeting of the 
local committee to make s sugges- 
tion, and this " young" chairman 
even had the audacity to call me 
"out of order" -the honorary 
chairman, who takes precedence of 
himself in all courtesy — and I had 
to subside and keep still ! 

At another meeting the local com- 
mittee VOted to make me foot the bill 
should there be any charge made by 
the program priuters, because I had 
gone down to the shop and suggest- 
ed b slight proof change, or rather 
allowed them to make one (at the 
suggestion of this young chairman.) 
I bad the grace to say I would glad- 
ly foot the bill if I were to blame 
for an extra charge. I asked how 
much it would be, and this young 
and honest chairman said, "A lot, 
probably $25.00." It seems they 
were blaming the delay of the pro- 
grams on me for this change. I im- 
mediately went down to the printing 
office and got a signed statement 
that I was in no way to blame for 
any delay in the program, and that 
the little proof change would cause 
no extra charge whatever. 

The Sunday after the convention 
I was invited to sign two hymns and 
the Lord's prayer at both the Sunday 
School and the church services of 
the Euclid Avenue Baptist Church, 
and was exceedingly glad of this 
Opportunity to present the sign lan- 
guage to so large an audience, hoping 
it would prove a stepping stone to 
similar signing of hymns in other 
churches. What was my subse- 
quent disgust to hear that some of 
the Cleveland deaf attributed mer- 
cenary motives in this service I 
rendered them, insinuating that I 
received a monetary reward from the 
church collection, basing their sup- 
position on the usual request the 
pastor made in stereotyped form, 
that "the congregation would make 
a liberal offering in return for the 
pleasure received at the service." 
This is a very ordinary request and 
had no bearing whatever on my 
receiving any return for appearing 
before them. I never received or 
expect to receive a cent. 

I had hoped that the convention 
of the N. A. D. and the broad-mind- 
ed deaf it would bring together 
would teach our Cleveland deaf liber- 
ality, charity and courtesy — lessons 
that some have needed. 

And I regret that they have so 
soon begun again the personal bicker- 
ings, slanders and press quarrels that 
have been such a detriment to the 
deaf. 

Pet the sake of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf and what it 
may do, let us have peace; let us not 
spoil that wonderful convention by 
bringing from it any thing of bitter- 

When I extended the invitation 
to come to Cleveland ttty one hope 
was to cement the deaf, to help them 
to find fellowship the one with the 
other, and so to make the association 
a union of strength and power work- 
ing for the good of all. 

I have kept silence for a long, long 
time; but tliis is my justification. 
"Justice to all from all."

Ha worth, admitted to the Home for 
Aged and In firm Deaf, November 
89, L904, died there last Saturday 
morning, from apoplexy of the 
lungs, al the Bge of eighty live 
years, ten months and twenty days. 
Ilei birthday was on Christmas. 
The funeral services were given by 
Ihe writer, assisted by Mr. Ernest 
Zell, Sunday afternoon, and the re- 
mains were laid away in the village 
oemetery. Tim pallbearers, resi- 
dents of the Home, were Messrs W. 
II. II. GrigSby, Martin Turner, 1 
DeweeB .anil Andrew Hurst. The 

deceased, in point of years, was the 

oldest of the residents, and had al- 
ways enjoyed good health up to 
a couple of months of her death, 
when her system began to decline. 
She was at lo io be about the house 
up lo Ihe Wednesday preceding her 
death, when she look to her bed. 
Mis Chapman, the matron, with 
loving and tender hands, adminis- 
tered lo her needs but without avail. 
Mrs. Ilaworth was of a quiet dis- 
position and made friends with all 
whom she met She was born in 

England in 182 7 . She lost het bear- 
ing when a child from a fever, and 
hei parents moved io Cambridge, 0., 
from whence she was admitted to 
ihe school lieie, at the age of thir- 
teen, in 1840, remaining six years. 
In the early seventies, she was mar- 
ried to W K. ilaworth.
